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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claim 12 is generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: Group 

12A - consisting of desktops, kiosks, work stations, work benches (viewed as tool 
tables), library tables, conference tables, credenzas, dressing tables, vanities, chests, 
secretaries, occasional tables, and kitchen counters; Group 12B - consisting of plane 
or boat bulkheads and hatches; Group 12C - consisting of commodes, benches, and 
seats or chairs; and Group 12D - consisting of floors, roads, sidewalks, pavement, and 
lawns. The species are independent or distinct because the members as grouped 
together are so unrelated and diverse that a prior art reference anticipating the claim 
with respect to one of the members in a particular group would not render the claim 
obvious under 35 USC 103 with respect to the other member(s) in a different group. 
MPEP § 803.02. 

Additionally, Claims 21 & 25 are generic to the following disclosed patentably . 
distinct species: Group 21/25A - consisting of solar panels; Group 21/25B - 
consisting of work surfaces; Group 21/25C - consisting of covers, hatch covers, access 
panels and manhole covers; and Group 21/25D - consisting of seats. The species are 
independent or distinct because the members as grouped together are so unrelated 
and diverse that a prior art reference anticipating the claim with respect to one of the 
members in a particular group would not render the claim obvious under 35 USC 103 
with respect to the other member(s) in a different group. MPEP § 803.02. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
each claim, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a 
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reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all 
claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
